The old and new factions on the Antioch 
Village Board, lagged by some as the 
Toft-Wilton facdons, butted heads again 
on -Monday when' in front of a packed 
house, the board voted to deny Trustee 
Rod- Cunningham's request Tor the 
rezoning of approximately 17 of 34 Jots 
on Anita 'St., from B3 and Rl to R4 ' 
zoning. 

Cunningham intended to build 68 duplex 
units on these lots. Almost half of the 
area already had R4 zoning. ' 
.Any. Ken Clark tofdCunningham thai 
his abstention votc(bccausc of conflict of 
interest) would go with the majority vote, 
so Cunningham left the room entirely 
withoui.voiing. 



Trustee Marilyn Shineflug said that she 
voted against the request for the 
additional R-4 zoning of Cunningham's 
acres on Anita St. because, " He can 
build 21 duplexes on the property 
already zoned R~4 — that is an 
adequate number of duplexes in town;" 



Trustee Ed Koziorowski mode a motion 
to deny the rezoning request. Trustees 
Larry Hanson and Marilyn Shineflug went i 
along with Koziorowski's motion, but 
Trustees Don Amundsen and Mabel Lou 




Weber voted against the denial. 
With the board vote at 3-2, Clark 
instructed Mayor Bob Wilton that his vole 
on the maucr was necessary. Wilton voted 
for the denial, making it a 4-2 vote. 
Shineflug. in nn Interview after the 
meeting, said' that under the present 
zoning, "Ron can build 21 duplexes on 
iho property, which would leave n buffer 
zone- between the multiple housing and 
the private homes on Garys Dr. Those 21 



will make an adequate number of duplexes 
in town." 

The board, alt except for Cunningham, 
also voted to deny another rezoning re- 
quest. By a vole of 5-1, the board denied 
Robert Horton's request to rczonc property . 
on North Ave. to B-3. 

The disscniing board members and thd. 
mayor were of the opinion that B-3 
zoning is too' intense for that area. 
Shineflug added that she wouldn't mind a 
B-l zoning which would limit it to retail 
businesses. 

After a prc-anncxation approval of the 
Llldc-Dean 65 acres, cast of the township 
office, the board voted for B-3 PUD 
zoning on the front "11 acres and M-l 
PUD zoning on the other 54 acres. 
Almost 25 of those remaining acres arc 
considered wetlands and unbuildable. 
In other business, the board authorized 
iho advertisements for a lull-time public 
safety Inspector at a salary or $20-24,000 
per year. 1

Energetic, ambitious Fred Foreman con 
make his next advancement in a rising 
political career without leaving his Warren 
Two. home. 

That will happen if Lake County's nine-

The boyish-looking Republican pro- 
secutor, who. is the immediate past 
president of a national district attorney's 
organization, is one of five GOP 
prospects prominently mentioned for the 
slate's second highest ranking elective 
post.

Critics of how Lake County Public 
Works Dcpt. officials manage finances of 
the Northwest Lake County Regional 
Sewage system ought to get facts straight 
once and for all and quit carping about 
excess revenues by taken by the 
deportment which has responsibility for 
operation of $35 million in water and 
sewage treatment assets county- wide. 

The Northwest Regional network 
providing waste water treatment for the 
Fox Lakc-Ingtcsidc area, Lake Villa and 
the greater Round Lake area is the only 
system where doubt has been cost about 
financial mismanagement. 

Mayor Carl Schrimpf of Round Lake 
Beach Is die latest critical voice to be 
heard about the' county's financial 
husbandry. In a letter to the editor, 
Schrimpf raised the specter of "excess 
revenues" being generated by Northwest 
operations. Schrimpf was sounding a 
familiar complaint aired by detractors in 
the Round Lake area. So far there has been 
no proof of irregularities, yet the charge of 
"excess revenues" surfaces from time to 
lime. 

Public Works Dir. Martin Galantha 
explained that the Northwest system 
should produce $75,000 annually over and 
above operating and maintenance costs 



plus debt service of bonds to provide for 
reserves required by the bond ordinance. 
For FY 1988, the system only produced 
approximately $15,000 for the reserve. 
Maintenance of reserves is an integral pun 
of financing utilities expansion 
throughout the county and a guarantee for 
bond holders that the system will continue 
to function properly. - and pay off i is 
debts. 

Galantha stated flatly that there ore no 
"excess revenues." As a practical matter, 
as die system gets older and operating and 
maintenance costs increase, county 
reserves now totalling same $11 million 
'will be drawn for payment or needs over 
and above fees paid by users. 

Public Works opcraUons arc monitored 
by the Lake County Board and state 
agencies. Regular financial reports are 
submitted to oversight agencies. Regular 
financial reports arc submitted to 
oversight agencies and municipalities 
employing water and sewage services. 
Throughout the county, except in the 
Round Lake area, the Public Works Dcpt. 
corns praise and admiration of officialdom 
and customers alike.

Lottery smokescreen 



Illinois lottery players who feci good 
about gambling in the belief that they are 
helping the schools should take a second 
look. While the dollar amount of lottery 
proceeds going to education has grown 
significantly in the lost 10 years— from 
$28 million to. $524 million— lottery 
income for the schools on a percentage 
basis is insignificant. 

The Illinois Assn. of School Boards 
(IASB) calls lottery income a 
"smokescreen." The IASB states flatly that 
lottery profits do not provide additional 
funds for the schools. In reality, most of 
Lhic money plunked down by chance takers 
goes for prizes. The state keeps about 42 
cents outof each dollar.

OPPOSITION 



Despite "aid" from the lottery and all the 
other posturing in Springfield over 
education, the schools' share of every 
dollar in general state revenue dropped 
from 33 cents in 1979 to 26 cents In 
1988. Gaps in state funding of educaUon 
have been made up by local taxpayers. 
According to IASB, local school income 
grew- by. 70 percent between 1979 and 
1988 — mostly from property taxes — 
which was roughly equal to the rate of 
inflation those nine years. 

As wo approach the final decade of the 
century, the truth is that there doesn't 
appear to bo any deviation in this pattern 
due in the 1990s, 




Double celling 
would solve 
jail space crisis

County Board members have a ready 
answer for an ugly bugaboo— jail 
overcrowding. Spend $4.6 million as soon 
as possible to finish off the fifth and sixth 
floors of the county's new $32.1 million 
jail-courts complex in Waukegan that 
opened In February and was bulging at the 
scams in two months. 

"We're out of room. Wc need the 
space," declares Sheriff Clinton GrinnelL 

Finishing the top two stories of the 
state-of-the-art facility will provide room 
for an additional 240 prisoners, providing 
a total capacity of S90 beds. Current 
capacity is 3S0 inmates, including 240 in 
cells, 70 in work release and 40 in a 
modular unit. 

Sheriff Grinncll also has sounded need 
for remodeling the old jail for use as a 
work release housing center so new work 
release quarters, considered to be a model 
by penal standards, can be transformed to 
provide space- for prisoners facing more 
serious charges. 

What in the world is happening? 
Authorities point to rising violent crime 
rate and suffer judicial sentencing why the 
jail filled up so fast. 

Lake County officials also arc faced 
with the reality that the new' jail was 
under-built. For whatever reasons, the 
accepted guideline of one jail bed per 
1,000 population was ignored. With Lake 
County's population currently at around a 
half million, the new facility, probably 
should have been constructed with a 500 
bed capacity. 

Another thing that county authorities 
arc going to have to face up to is the 
acceptance of "double celling," the dread 
system of two persons in a cell. What else 
can bo done? The taxpayers simply can't 
build jails big enough and fast enough to 
house all the people that should bo behind 
bars. Jail personnel halo the thought of 
doubling up, but there doesn't seem to bo 
much choice considering the economics. 

Double celling and turning the old jail 
over to work release just might provide a 



much needed breathing spell. Overflowing 
a new jail in less than six months Is 

ridiculous!

Roger Rigby, owner of Rigby and 

Associatcs'in Gurnee, is a self-described 

problem solver who works for his clients. 

Rigby is a general insurance agent 

whose brokerage firm deals with several 

insurance companies and is able to offer 

its clients the specialties of each firm Jn 

the areas of life, health, disability,. 

.medicare supplements, group insurance 

1 and life insurance annuities. 

"Insurance agents out on their own ore 
limited to what Ihcy can do. 

"The main thing we do is specialize in 
products that another Insurance agent, 
with another company, requests when his 
client has been turned down. The agent 
will come and ask for a company that will 
be better than his company," Rigby said. 

Rigby and Assoc, also offers financial 
planningand handles problem cases for 
insurance agents. 

After working in the business 10 years, 
and having a father who worked in 
Insurance his whole life, Rigby was able 
to see the changes occurring in the rapidly 

. growing insurance market Ho said the one 
company approach was no longer valid for 

'the insurance consumer because the field 
became so specialized. 
At that lime (10 years ago), Rigby'. 
decided it was time to get on. the ground, 
floor and take advantage of those changes 
by becoming a general agent. Five years . 
later, trends in insurance, like expansion 
into financial markets, caused him to want 
to bring other brokers into his firm. 
. Now,. three brokers work in Rigby's 
Gumcc office, but he. Is the general agent; 
for. approximately 15 brokers and earns . 
commissions on the policies and annuities 
they sell. He says the general agent is a 
go between for the ; company and ther 

• broker, For example, if an agent is having 
difficulty scaling a death claim, Rlgby, 

' will handle the case. He said death claims I 
should be settled- quickly, but some 

.companies .will drag. them out over aj 
period of months, 

, The check should bo in your hand in 10 
days max.," Rigby said, . 

. .Rlgby also offers training and advanced 



sales knowledge to his brokers. According 
to him, the insurance industry is one in 
which information and ideas are readily 
shared. 

Rigby and Associates is "somewhere 
between good-sized and large." Rigby 
says. A largo firm would be a downtown 
general agent with $3 to 54 million 
dollars In new premiums, A good-sized 
agency has about 5250,000 in new 
premiums, according to Rigby.

Within the next 12 months, Rigby plans 
to clock in at $500,000 in new premiums 
and 52 million in annuity premiums, 
which, he explained, are similiar to a bank

"Life insurance used to be considered a 
very poor investment, and in many 
circles, still is," Rigby said. He added that 
.with today's current lax laws and the 
higher interest rales companies will pay 
investors, it's becoming increasingly more 
popular. 

"You don't have the risk involved as you 
do with the stock market," he said. 

Life insurance retirement policies today 
can be lax free until the holder reaches age 
100, according to Rigby. If they die before 
.then, the money is never taxed. 

It Is some'whal'difficult to become a 
general agent, Rlgby says/Ho explained 
that o general agent must have a specified 
amount of time; and production in the 
industry and those requirements arc getting 



stricter. Also, the quality of business he. 

writes must be adequate for the company. 
Although Rigby's father has been an 

insurance man since 1938 and still writes 

policies for some of his clients in his 
. retirement homo In Florida, Rigby says he 

didn't follow his dad into the business; 

_"As a young boy, people knowing my 
personality sold, There's Uio insurance 
mart/ I- said, "No way,' " Rigby said 
adding he wanted to bo an airline pilot or a

It took him until his sophomore year at - 
Southern Illinois Univ. before he decided 
to go Into insurance and he tells the story 
with icary eyes. 

The idea of going into the insurance 
business hit him late one Thursday night. 
Ho drove home to W. Highland Park. 
arriving at about 3 am, Upon opening tho 
front door, ho saw his mother coming to 
sec what was wrong and why her son 
came home in tho middle of the night, in 
the middle of the week. 

Not wanting her to wake his dad — an 
absolute bear without sleep — he said 
nothing and to go back to bed.

Borrowing a phrase from Benjamin 
Franklin, a political activist is urging 
residents to petition Tor a reduction in 
taxes to counter a new round or 
reassessments that shocked many Chicago' 
homeowners, 

"Benjamin Franklin said death and taxes 
arc inevitable, but he didn't say ii's 
inevitable to be taxed to death," Patrick 
Quinn, it former member or the county 
Board of Tm Appeals, said Wednesday. 

Quinn, jumping on an angry 
bandwagon of taxpayer revolt, urged 
residents to take up their pens and sign 
petitions. His group, the Coalition for 
Political Honesty, bunched the petition 
drive to reduce property taxes and a limit 
on (he amount taxes can be increased. 

After numerous town meetings, and on 
angry protest at a city alderman's office, 
the taxed were more than happy, to give 
their John Hancock's. 

"If they raise it anymore, I don't know 
what I'm gonna do," said Michael 
Galgano, a 74-ycar-oId for . if 
construction worker who owns i.is 
Northwest Side home "I don't have much 
left in my savings." 

Galgano, one of the first to sign the 
petition In front of the Stale of Illinois 
Building on Wednesday, said he now pays 
double the SI, 000 he paid in property 
taxes three years ago. 

Residents in areas that had been 
reassessed reported their property-tax bills 
increased between SO and 200 percent ova 
last year. The Issue heated up when the 
bills arrived in the mail earlier this 
month. On Monday, 350 angry protesters 
, stormed one alderman's office demanding 
relief.

"We're the ones who ore most in danger 
of losing our homes," said one of them, 
Frank Greco, 72, who lives on a fixed 
income in a reassessed ward. "We want to 
send the message that unless they roll 
back taxes, people arc going to fight 
forever." 

The petition calls for a reduction of at 
least 5 percent in the 1990 property-tax 
levy, a $1, 000 homestead exemption and 
a ceiling on taxes of no more than 2 
percent of the home's market value If the 
group collects 155,000 signatures, a non- 
binding referendum will bo placed on 
Chicago's March 20 primary election 
ballot. An additional 130,000 signatures 
would place it on the Cook County 
ballot. 

The plan is based on measures approved 
by voters In California, Massachusetts, 
Missouri and Michigan, Quinn said. 

"I think people have had it up to here 
with a system that needs reform," said 
Quinn. "It's a soak-thc-avcrage-pcrson 
system and It's not fair," 

■ The county demanded a 23.5 percent 
increase in its property tax rate last year, 
and the county board president, George 
Dunne, has said he needs another increase 
this year to expand crowded jails end" 
hospitals. 

Quinn contends county tax-collecting is . 
based on a 19th century system that is 
: unfair, confusing and not based on ability 
to pay. Ho blamed Dunne, saying the 
county government is inefficient and 
padded with patronage jobs. 

But Dunne said Wednesday his hands 
are tied by an antiquated system he would 
like to see reformed. He said he spends 76 
cents of every tax dollar for a criminal*

European vacation 

Part I— currency exchange

No, I can't (all you how to see "Europe on $25 a 
Day." Mr. Frommer has a good book for you student- 
types. But, I can oiler some first-hand advice for the 
budget-conscious traveler. 

Trading those U.S. greenbacks tor pounds, 
guilder, marks, etc., can get costly II you're not 
careful. 

Depending upon which airport you arrive at, you 
may find several exchange services willing to change 
your money. Don't just look at the posted exchange 
rate. Most also charge a commission which may not be 
posted. Shop and compare. 

Quite often, you will get a better exchange rate for 
travelers' checks than for U.S. currency. Also, II you 
change American Express travelers' checks at one of 
their overseas offices, you will not be charged any 
commission. 

Never, never change your money at your hotel. On 
the average, they offer the worst exchange rates. 
Your best exchange rates will be at banks, but they are 
open even fewer hours than their U.S. counterparts. 
Some do have 24-hour branches located at train 
stations. 

The dollar Is gaining against most European 
currency, but don't expect to make money when 
changing back to greenbacks on your return home. 
Exchange only what you think you are going to need. 

With the dollar on the rise, though, it may be wise to 
use credit cards. You will pay the rate of exchange at 
the time you are billed, not at the time of purchase. 

'Next week, we will talk about phoning the folks back 
home using something called a "phonecard."

'This clouding, a natural aging of the lens "In most 
cases, prevents light from passing through the lens to the back 
of the eye, or retina. Much like the Ions of your camera focuses 
light on the film, the Ions of your eye focuses light on the retina. 
If the front of your camera's lens becomes dirty or fogged, then 
the picture taken will be hazy or blurred.

To fantasize about life as a foreign correspondent for a 
television network is to conjure up images of power and 
prestige.

In "El Salvador," now being staged at Chicago's

bureau holed up in a ratty Central American hotel, stuck- 
with equipment and power that works only sporadically and 
threatened by bomb blasts within a stone's throw or their 
headquarters.

Fox Lake trustees arc considering 
issuance of alternative bonds, a newly 
approved financing proccdurc.to reduce 
costs of the 525-million expansion of the 
village sewage treatment works. 

Steve Amundsen, n representative of 
Northern Trust Co., a major purchaser of 
municipal bonds, said use of alternative 
bonds would save Fox Lake SI million. 

Edward Benjamin, Fox Lake's long-time 
bonding consultant, stopped short of 
pulling a price tag on savings. He 
explained that alternative bonds, an 
alternative to conventional revenue bond 
financing, was approved Dec. 15,1988, by 
the Illinois General Assembly, to make 



municipal bond projects more attractive to 
investors and make bonds easier to sell. 

Both Benjamin and Amundsen, who 
until recently owned a private financial 
consulting business, explained that 
alternative bonding provides for an 
underpinning of general obligation bonds 
in the underwriting process that provides 
additional security to the bond holders. 

Amundsen, who at one time consulted 
with the Round Lake Sanitary Dist., 
referred to alternative bonding as a "slight 
twist." He said the innovative method is 
common on the cast and west coasts, but 
fairly new to the midwcsL. 

Village Any. John Soffictii asked for a 
"graphic example of the SI -mil lion 
savings." Amundsen was asked to make a 



complete presentation at the council's 
work session meeting of Monday, Aug. 
14. 

Trustee Richard Baync, who obtained 
permission of the council to give 
Amundsen an opportunity to speak at the 
Aug. 7 village meeting, said he prefers 
alternative bonding due. to its extra 
security and savings feature, "I think we 
should have Northern Trust handle the 
bonds," he staled 

Trustee Alberta Meyer criticized Baync 
for what she called "spur of the moment" 
agenda scheduling. Bayno countered that

Lake leaders on the proposed super 
sanitary district for die north west region or 
Lake County, stressed thai alternative 
bonding will lower monthly charges to 
individual users to about $22.

Benjamin outlined a $158,000 saving 
over the 17-year life of the bonds with 
alternative bonding. Ho also stressed that 
changing to alternative bonding would not 
jeopardize Fox Lake's plans for advance 
refunding of $2.5 million In outstanding 
bond?. 

Trustees voted unanimously to authorize 
Benjamin to proceed with actuaries In 
drawing up advance refunding of 
outstanding water and sewer bonds.

Cold symptoms generally 
arc milder and don't last as 
long as symptoms of the 
flu. 

Flu is a viral infection of 
the nose, throat and lungs. 
It spreads quickly from one 
person to another, particu- 



larly in crowded places such 
as buses, theaters, hospitals 
and schools. 

Because of its ability lu 
spread rapidly, flu was once 
believed to be caused by the 
influence cf the stars and 
planets. In the 1500s, the 
Italians gave the disease tho 
name "Influenza," their 
word for "influence." 

Not until the 1930s and 



40s did scientists discover 
that flu differs from person 
to person. Sometimes flu 
will cause no obvious 
symptoms. Often, however, 
the patient will feel weak 
and will develop a cough, a 
headache and a sudden rise 
in temperature. The fever 
can last anywhere from one 
to six days. Other symp- 
toms include aching mus-

In recent years, the 
use of oh antiviral drug, 
amantadine, has also been 
recommended for (he pre- 
vention and treatment of 
many types of Influenza, 



particularly in high-risk in- 
dividuals, However, the 
usual recommended treat- 
ment for children is: 

1) give child aspirin-free 
medication for the aches and 
pains, 

2) provide plenty or flu- 
ids, and 

3) keep the child in bed 
until the fever has been 
gone for I or 2 days. It is 
especially important to stay 
rested, since die fever may 
return if the patient be- 
comes too active loo soon. 
If the fever persists, a doctor 
should be called, since this 
may mean that a more seri- 
ous infection is present.
